Four new species of the genus /diotettix OSB. 
(Homoptera, Jassidae)

"The following four species of the genus Jdiotettix OSBORN, 
1929 have been hitherto described: Г. magnificus (OSB., 1924) 
(Bolivia and British Guiana), Г. bolivianus OSB., 1929 (Bolivia), Г. 
fasciatus OSB.. 1929 (Paraguay) and J. brunneus OSB., 1929 (Paraguay). 

Below descriptions of four additional species. of this genus, ba- 
sed on materials in the Polish Museum of Zoology collection are 
given. The specimens at my disposal are from Colombia, Ecuador 
and Brazil. In the said collection there is a female specimen of an 
apparently new species from Peru (Chanchamayo, leg. HOFFMANNS), 
which remains undescribed until materials of males are obtainable. 

The species belonging to the genus /diotettix OSB. resemble 
much each other as regards the coloration; in connection with that, 


male genitalia have been dissected and corresponding drawings given. 


This will render jpossible in the future a comparison of species de- 
scribed in this paper with those unknown to me. It concerns par- 
ticularly the species J. lautus sp. n. which is described here with 
some hesitation; although the coloration of it seems different when 
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compared with the description of J. fasciatus OSB., a possibility 
exists that it might represent a colouring variety of the latter. In such 
case a comparison of male genitalia of both forms will be deciding. 


Idiotettix stigmatus sp. n 
[Pl I, Fig. 1. 5; Pl. II, Fig. 9, 15. 14] 


Head whitish-grey. Anteclypeus bordered with brown at its tip, 
and with an obliterate brownish elongate spot in the middle; a streak 
running from the basal angles of the anteclypeus along the suture 
between the postclypeus and lorum and occupying the antennal pits, 
black. The end of postclypeus with some irregular brownish spots 
partly coalescent. Three orange-brownish bands distributed as follows: 
the first one on the postclypeus at the antennae height, the next 
between the eyes just below the ocelli and the last one between the 
eyes on the crown; the two last mentioned bands are connected near 
the eyes. Pronotum and scutellum brownish-gray. Forewings brown 
with brownish-black longitudinal veins and with whitish semitran- 


sparent spots forming longitudinal as well as transverse interrupted 
bands. The base of clavus whitish; a transverse band near the base 
and a second one just behind the middle, whitish. The base of co- 
rium black; numerous whitish spots are located between the longi- 
tudinal veius; near the base of corium they form a transverse band; 
less marked bands are situated in the apical part of the forewing. 
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but generally hardly visible; there is no trace of the lower band. Pro 
notum brownish - grey with numerous small darker dots. Scutellum 
light brown with antero-lateral angles somewhat darker. Forewings 
brown with numerous whitish spots; the transversal bands less mar- 
ked than in the previous species. Hind wings brownish. Legs testa- 
ceous, with darker spots more or less marked. Abdomen black with 
margins of the segments white-yellow. Subgenital plates black with 
whitish base. Genitalia as figured. 

Total length? 9 =—9 mm: 

Holotype male: Colombia, Hac. Pehlke, 1921, leg. E. PEHLKE. 
Five male paratypes: the same locality, IV — VI 1908, 1921, IX 
1925, 1929, leg. E. PEHLKE; one male paratype: Colombia, Rio 
Magdalena, 1914, leg. E. PEHLKE. 


Idiotettix invitus sp. n. 
[Pl I, Fig. 5, 7; Pl. II, Fig. 11, 17, 18] 


Head light brown. The top of the anteclypeus, the suture be- 
tween the postclypeus and lorum as well as the antennal pits, black. 
Postclypeus with two brownish transverse bands, one near the end, 
the second at the height of the antennae; besides these there are like 
in other species of the genus /diotettix OSB. two orange transverse 
bands.—Pronotum shiny, light brown, with traces of three darker lon- 
gitudinal bands connected with a transverse band before the hind 
margin of pronotum. Scutellum light brown. Forewings brown, more 
transparent than in other species, with whitish spots; costa dark brown; 
before the tip of the elytra there are two darker transverse bands. 
Hind wings brownish. Legs testaceous, spotted with brown. Abdomen 
brown with margins of segments paler. Genitalia as figured; pygofer 
elongated in form of a bird head. 

Total length 10 mm.; wings expansion 20 mm. 

Holotype male: Ecuador, Santa Inéz, leg. R. HAENSCH. 


Idiotettix lautus sp. n. 
ІРІ. I, Fig. 4, 8; Pl. Il, Fig. 12, 19, 20! 
Head with eyes narrower than in three above described species, 
slightly broader than the pronotum, whitish. Anteclypeus bordered 
with brown and with a dark central spot; the suture between post- 


clypeus and lorum dark brown. On the sides of postelypeus about 
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10 horizontal parallel brownish-black stripes; in the middle of post- 
clypeus two parallel vertical orange bands; two orange horizontal bands 
like in other species of this genus: one below and the second one 
above the ocelli; the two last mentioned bands are connected near 
the eyes; below, an orange spot is situated between the postclypeus 
and the eye. Pronotum orange with five longitudinal blackish bands 
with an admixture of bluish-white, especially in the lateral bands. 
Scutellum brownish-orange with two bands converging caudad and 
connected at the tip of scutellum; they are dark brown and bordered 
laterally with white. Forewings testaceous-orange; the longitudinal 
nerves on */, of their length bluish-white with a small bordering of 
brown; some transverse white spots before the end of the forewing. 
Hind wings brownish. Legs pale testaceous; the ends of tibiae dark. 
Abdomen brown; pleurae and the hind margins of segments paler, 
yellowish-brown. Genitalia as figured; the lower processes of the py- 
gofer very long; aedeagus attached to the basal plate by its lower 
end; besides, it is connected with a horse-shoe-like sclerotized piece 
which in turn is attached to the lower margins of the basal part of 
the anal tube (this piece is seen on Pl. II, Fig. 19 and 20). This 
remarkable feature, as well as differently developed parameres ІРІ. П, 
Fig. 12] and a narrow head point out to an isolated position of this 
species within the genus /diotettix. ов 

Total length 8 mm. 

Holotype male: Brazil, S. Paulo, Porto Epitacio, 21 X 1926, 
leg. Fr. OHAUS. 


As pointed above, this species seems to be very related to J. 
fasciatus. OSB, 

The genus /diotettix OSB. has been provisionally placed by 
EVANS (1947) in the subfamily /diocerinae, but has little in com- 
mon with this subfamzly and its ressemblance to it is rather a super- 
ficial one, and the genus seems to have some affinities with the Coe- 
lidiinae. It is possible that /diotettix OSB. and probably Exolidia OSB. 


too, should be regarded as members of a separate subfamily of the 
Jassidae.

STRESZCZENIE 


Aulor opisuje na podstawie materialów Panstwowego Muzeum 
Zoologicznego 4 поме gatunki z rodzaju /diotettix OSB., а mianowi- 
cie: I. stigmatus sp. п. i I. columbianus sp. п. z Kolumbii, Г. invitus 
sp. n. z Ekwadoru óraz 1. lautus sp. n. z Brazylii. W ten sposób ilość zna- 
nych gatunków z tego rodzaju wynosi obecnie osiem. 

W zakończeniu została omówiona sprawa pozycji systematycznej 
rodzaju Idiotettix OSB. w obrębie rodziny Jassidae. 
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РЕЗЮМЕ 


Автор описывает на основании материалов Государствен- 
ного Зоологического Музеа в Варшаве 4 новых вида из ро- 
да Idiotettix OSB. а именно: 1. stigmatus sp. п. И 7. columbianus 
sp. п. из Колумбии, I. invitus sp. п. из Эквадора и Г. lautus sp, 
n. из Бразилии. Таким образом количество известных видов 
этого рода равняется сейчас восьми. 

В заключении был обсужден автором вопрос системати- 
ческой позиции рода Idiotettix OSB. в пределах семейства 
Jassidae.
